Harding has notified Chairman Camp- 
bell of the house rules committee that 
unless the ship subsidy bill is passed 
prior to adjournment ho would feel 
obligated to call a special session sole- 
ly for its consideration.

or delay beyond the present term."

Was Nearer Earth Saturday 


Than It Has Been Since 


Year 1909 


"OPPOSITION 
TO 
MARS 


WINNERS IN BALLOON RACE 


St. Louis, Jims 12.—Saturday was 


the best time to communicate with 
Mars as the planet was nearer earth 
than it has been since 1909, being 
42,300,000 miles away, according to 
the Kev. Father Martin S. Brennan, 
local astronomer, who observed what 
lie termed the "opposition to Mars. 


The "opposition to Mars," Father 


Brennan said, caused wide-spread at- 
traction in this section of the coun- 
try on recent riigMts, when majny 
persons inquined about "a bright red 
star in the East." Father Brennan 
explained that Mars was so near to 
earth that it outshone the 
planet 


Jupiter, this causing Mars to be seer, 
so vividly. 


"All 
the scientific world is taking 


the greatest interest in this opposi- 
tion to Mars," he continued. "It re- 
vives the idea of signalizing to that 
planet. 


"Now is the favorable time to get 


some message to the fabulous Marti- 
ans. All kinds of instruments are be- 
ing equipped in an effort to see the 
canals of Mars and the polar snows 
and caps. Some of those who 
are 


very enthusiastic are going down a 
shaft of a mine, using the shaft as a 
lone telescope tube. 


"But we are powerless with equip- 


ment we have now to bring—Mars- 
close enough for us really to see much. 
Think of the moon, only 250,000 miles 
away, and Mars over 42,000,000. Even 
on the moon we could not see the big- 
gest animals in the world, much as 
we might try. If there were dinosaurs 
walking around up there, 120 feet 
long, like those old fellows we hear 
about, we couldn't see them on the 
m-on. 
"There is a limit to our vision, be- 
cause of the waviness of the air, 
which is heated by canvection. We do 
not see this with the naked eye, but 
with a thousand diameters magnify- 
ing power it looks like running water 
Another hindrance is the expansion 
and contraction of the glass oy heat 
or cold. If something could be in- 
vented instead of glass, that would 
have the properties of glass, and yet 
be able to withstand heat and cold 
we might bring the heavens closer to 
us. 


The astronomer added that Mars in 


1924 will come to the nearest point 
possible to the earth, when it will re- 
cede.

Lands in other states that were sold to specu- 


lators at extreme values may be one means of 
securing new citizens to North Dakota, for our 
lands are still low in price. Parties who bought 
lands during and immediately following the war, 
find that they cannot make the payments in states 
like Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska and Illinois. The 
result of those high prices paid for acres of farm 
land is seen in the large number of foreclosure 
'.ales. 


The slump in farm prices for 1920 precipitated 


the great loss in farm land values in other states, 
and farm crop losses in North Dakota. It is be- 
jieved that adverse legislation in this state has had 
much to do in keeping out prospective farmers, 
ind the enormous increase in taxation has been 
one result of bad legislation. 


But all of this may soonvbe removed as an ob- 


jetion to this state, because our land values have 
never been artificially raised. 
A man can buy 


North Dakota lands at the present prices and with 
good farming methods, make an acre produce, in 
ordinary years, a profit for the labor and money 
'nvested in it. 


"The trend of agricultural prices is at present 


very favorable compared with previous months. 
Prices of farm products are rapidly coming back 
to n9rmal," according to the farm economist at 
the state agricultural college. The prices of hogs 
compared to corn favors the feeding of hogs, while 
wool, hay, cattle, hogs and corn have gained, and 
the price of wheat is somewhat higher, although 
"here is little left in this state to sell. Butter re- 
mains about the same and the only two farm prod- 
ucts that have lost materially are potatoes and
